WHEREAS; with thousands of maple producers operating upwards of 920,000 taps, Wisconsin
ranks fourth among the leading maple syrup-producing states in the nation and is a leader in the
value of maple syrup production, yielding a significant economic impact to the state each year,
according to data from the United States Department of Agriculture; and

WHEREAS; underscoring Wisconsin’s deep connection and commitment to the maple syrup
industry, the sugar maple has been the official state tree since 1949; and

WHEREAS,; the first “tree tapping” of the year in Wisconsin is happening at Pozarski Family
Farms in Boyd on March 18, 2023;
